Send up Rockets to Find 
the Russian Positions. 


Whole Battle Line Illumined 
by Flaming Globes. 


Every Detail of Landscape 
Made Clear as Day. 


[SY ATLANTIO CABLE AND A. 

WARSAW, Feb. 28.—Detalls of a 
novel and spectacular kind of night 
attack by the Germans, the chief fea- 
ture of which is an illumination of 
the whole zone of artillery fire by a 
vivid pyrotechnic display resembling 
an independence day exhibition, have 
been brought into this city by Rus- 
sian soldiers from the Beura front. 
This device is usually employed on 
cloudy nights, when the moon and 
stars cannot be depended on to re- 
Veal the positions of the Ruasians’ 
guna. 

The Germans appear to be relying 
more and more upon thi« device for 
acquainting themselves with the di«- 
Position of the enemy's forces. since 
on account of the protection given pv 
Russian aviators, German aeroplanes 
have been unable to fly low enough tw 
be of much service as scouts. These 
aerial reconnalssances of the Ger- 
mans in the Warsaw neighborhood. 
their prompt pursuit by Russian air- 
men and the ultimate disappearance 
of the German Taubes in the direc- 
tion of Sochaczew have becume al- 
most daily occurrences. But owing 
to the destruction caused by the Rus- 
stan aviators, often ending in a sue- 
tained aerial battle, the Germans 
have had very little success ir. discov- 
ering the Russian positions. 

Batteries only partially screened by 
clumps of trees or placed with little 
hope of effective concealment behind 
rocks or In natural depressions in the 
ground, apparentiy have been unno- 
ticed by the aerial seouts, who found 
it available in most cases to keep at 
an altitude of 2000 feet or higher. 
The fallure of these reconnalssances 
has been well proved by the misdt- 
rected fire which has followed in the 
evening, when the Germa:: ap- 
parently tn ignorance of the !:ussian 
points of concentration and the po- 
sitions of the principa] batteries, have 
wasted their shells upon un rtant 
point In the enemy's line. 

The aerial illumination has- been 
undertaken with more success. Com- 
ing as a prelude to a heavy bombard- 
ment. ft ie intended to seccomplish 
the double alm of revealing the Rus- 
sian batteries and dazzling and dix- 
eens the enemy in their efforts te 
reply. 

First a great number of rockets 
are set off and as if scattering them- 
selves against the sky, break into tu- 
minous rain over the Russian line 
While the sky {fs still glowing witt 
this radiance, larger and more power- 
ful. explosives follow the rockets, 
bursting into fiery balle of red and 
white, which hang for a moment me- 
tionless over the Russian positions. 
In this glare every gun and gunner. 
every detall of the landscape shows 
up as clearly as in daylicht. Sore 
of the balis of fire falljupon clumps 
of trees and to the brightness over- 
head ig added the fire of burning 
waod. 

The scene, according to the Rus 
sian soldiers, is an extraordinary one. 
Gunners working in com pérative 
darkness leap with startling sudden- 
ness into a flaming picture which 
laste for a moment and is then biot- 
ted out. The broken earth of the 
trenches, the tarnished metal of the 
guns, the alirty, trampled snow and 
the sand-colored uniforms of the 
soldiers,.which In daylight form a 
dull and neutral picture, catch 
strange tints from the German fire- 
works. In a few seconds, the Iillu- 
mination fades and the trenches and 
batteries are again in darkness, but 
in this time the German fsunners 
have been able to get the range. Aft- 
er a verification of the enemy's posi- 
tions by the use of powerful search- 
lights, there follows the crackle of 
machine guns and the bouming of the 
heavy artillery. 


GERMAN REPULSES 
REPORTED BY PARIS.

PARIS (via London) March 16, 
11:25 pm.—The following official 
communication was issued by the 
French War Office tonight:

ANTWERP GRAIN 
SENT TO GERMANY. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 
LONDON, March 16.—vVirtually all 
the grain seized by the Germans in 
Antwerp has been shipped to Ger- 
many, according to dependable infor- 
mation reaching London. 
The total value of this grain is about 
$6,000,000. The Belgian owners of it 
have been paid for their property in a 
new paper money which the Belgian 
banks have been forced to issue and 
which is not accepted outside of Bel- 
gium. Payment is not made until the 
arrival of the grain safely in Germany, 
where the war grain company takes 


Cumberland Bay on the north side of 
the island of Juan Fernandes.

She replied feebly within a few min- 
utes. The Dresden hoisted a pariia- 
mentary flag, then lowered boats and 
sent a protest against being attacked 
in neutral waters, to which the Brit- 
ish eommander, according to the Ger: 
man statement, replied that he had 
orders to sink the veasel wherever she 
was found and let the diplomats ar- 
range the macter later, and that he 
would do so unless the German 
themselves sunk the vessel. 

As a consequence the German com- 
mander sent the crew ashore and blew 
up the Dresden.

OFFICIAL FRENCH REVIEW. 
OF WAR OPERATIONS. 


day morning, February 16.) 


ONDON, March 5.—The prepara- 
tion of the offensive: 
Henceforward, the French com- 
mand devoted its efforts te preparing 
the offensive. To this end three con- 
ditions had to be fulfilled. 

(1.) The retreat had to be caz- 
ried out in order under a succession 
of counter-attacks which would keep 
the enemy busy. 

(2.) The extreme point of this re- 
treat must be fixed In such way that 
the defendant armies should reach it 
simultaneously, ready at the moment 
of occupying it to resume the offensive 
all together. 

(3.) Every circumstance permit- 
ting of a resumption of the offensive 


must be utilized by the whole of our 
forces and the British forces. 
FRENCH COUNTER-ATTACK. 
The counter-attacks executed dur- 
ing the retreat were brilliant and 
often fruftful. On August 29. we 
successfully attacked St. Quentin to 
disengage the British army. Two other

corps and a reserve division 
the Prussian Guard and the Tenth 
German Army Corps, which was de- 
bouching from Guise. By the end of 
the day after various fluctuations, the 
enemy was thrown back on the Oise 
and the British front was freed.

to assemble in the region of Amiens, 
between August 27, and September 1, 
and take the offensive against the 
German right, uniting its action with 
that of the British army operating 
on the line Ham-Bray-sur-Somme. 

CONTINUATION OF RETREAT. 

The hope of resuming the offensive 
was from this moment rendered vain 
by the rapidity of the march of the 
German right wing. 
had two consequences which we had 
to parry before thinking of advanc- 
ing. On the one part our new army 
had not time to complete its detrain- 
ing, and on the other hand the British 
army, foreed back farther by the ene- 
my, uncovered on August 31, our left 
fank, Our line thus modified con- 
tained waves which had to be re- 
dressed before we could pass to the 
offensive. 

To understand this. it ts sufficient to 
understand the situation created by 
the quick advance of the enemy on 
the evening of September 2. A corps 
of cavalry had crossed the Oise and 
advanced as far as Chateau Thiery. 
The first army (Gen. Von Kluck’s) 
comprising four active army corps 
and a reserve corps, had passed Com- 
piegne. The second army (Gen. Von 
Buelow) three active army corps and 
two reserve corps, was reaching the 
Laon region. The third army (Gen. 
Von Hausen) two active army corps 
and @ reserve corps, had c the 
Alsne between the Chateau Porcien 
and Attigny. 

More to the east, the fourth, fifth, 
sixth and seventh armies, namely, 
twelve army corps, four reserve corps 
and numerous Ersatz formations, 
were in contact with our troops, the 
fourth and fifth armies, between Vou- 
ziers and Verdun, and the others tn 
the positions which have been indi- 
cated above from Verdun to the Vos- 
ges. it will, therefore, be seen that 
our left, in accepted battle, might be 
in great peril through the’ British 
forces and the new French army, 
operating more to the westward, hav- 
ing given way. 

A defeat in these conditions would 
have cut off our armies from Paris 
and from the British forces and at 
the same time from the new army 
which had been constituted to the 
left of the Pinglish. We should thus 
be running the risk of losing by & 
single stroke the advantage of the 
assistance which Russia later on was 
to furnish. Gen. Joffre chose reso- 
lutely for the solution which disposed 
of these riska, that is to say, for post- 
poning the offensive and the continu- 
ance of the retreat. In this way he 
remained on ground which he had 
chosen. He waited only until he 
could engage in better conditions. 

In consequence, on September 1 he 
fixed as an extreme limit for the 
movement of retreat which was still 
going on, the line Bray-sur-Seine, 
Nogent-sur-Seine, Arcis-sur-Aube, Vit- 
ry-le-Francois and the region to the 
north of Bar-le-Duc. This line should 
be reached if the troops were com- 
pelled to go back so far. They would 
attack before reaching it. as soon as 
there was a possibility of bringing 
about an offensive disposition, per- 
mitting the co-operation of the whole 
of our forces. 

THE EVE OF THE OFFENSIVE. 

On September 6 it appeared that 
this desired situation existed. The 
first Germany army, carrying au- 
dacity to temerity, has continued [to 
endeavor to envelop our left, had 
crossed the Grand Morin and reached 
the region of Cahuffry, to the south 
of Rebais and of Esternay. It aimed 
then at cutting our armies off from 
Paris, in order to begin the invest- 
ment of the capital. The secend army 
had its head on the line Champau- 
bert, Etoges, Berges and Vertus.

On the 4th 
he decided to take advantage of it 
and ordered all the armies to hold 
themselves ready. He had taken 
from his right two new army corps, 
two divisions of infantry and two 
divisions of cavalry, which were dls- 
tributed between his left and his cen- 
ter. On the evening of the 5th he ad- 
dressed to all the commanders of 
armies a message ordering them to 
attack. 

“The hour has come,” he wrote, “to 
advance at all costs and to die where 
you stand rather than give way.”

Authorities Declare All Territory 
Gained at Neuve Chapelle has 
been Retained and in no Case

LONDON, March 16.—The regular 
semi-weekly report on the progress of 
the fighting was given out today by 
the British authorities, It is dated 
March 15 and reads: 

“Bince the last announcement of 
March 11, the operations in the 
neighborhood of Neuve Chapelle have 
been continued. The line captured 
March 10 and 11 to the east of that 
village has been consolidated and held 
in spite of repeated efforts on the 
part of the enemy to retake it. Dur- 
ing the evening of March 11-12 and 
in the early morning of the 12th, 
several counter-attacks to the east of 
Neuve Chappelle were repulsed and 
sixty prisoners were captured. 

“The same night a skillfully executed 


enterprise to the east of Armentieres 
resulted in the capture by us of the 
Village of Lepinette, with small loss. 
The possession of this village advances 
our lines In this quarter 300 yards on 
a front 800 yards wide. 

“Fighting in the Neuve Chapelle 
a was very severe March 12. A 
strong counter-attack by Germans in 
the afternoon was repulsed and 612 
more prisoners were taken. The Ger- 
mans continued to deliver minor coun- 
ter attacks during the night of March 
12-13 and throughout the 13th. In 
no cases did they succeed in 

turing any of the ground they lost. 
“March 14 the fighting was con- 
fined mainly to the artillery. 

“The prisoners in our hands taken 
since March 10 number 1700, of whom 
thirty are officers. 

“Judging from the number of dead 
counted on the ground the total 
German losses during the operations 
from March 10 to March 13 on the 
Neuve Chapelle cannot be less than 
17,000 or 18,000, 

“During the evening of March 14 

the enemy rushed some of our 
trenches to the south of St. Eloi, after 
an heavy bombardment and the explo- 
sion of a mine. The greater portion 
of these trenches was recaptured this 
morning. The fighting in this area 
continues. 
“The Royal Flying Corps secured 
further successes during the last few 
days, although the fog at times inter- 
fered materially with their work. 
March 12 the railroad junctions st 
Don and Doual were attacked with 
bombs and damaged and on March ;% 
a train in the Don station was blown 
up.” 


RUSSIAN REPORT 
OF OPERATIONS. 


[RY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 

PETROGRAD (via London) March 
16, 10:35 p.m.—The foliowing official 
communication was issued from gen- 
eral headquarters tonight: 
“We have destroyed advance par- 
tles of the enemy from Kopeiowo. The 
offensive of our troops on both banks 
of the Arzyo River is progressing suc- 
ceesfully. After a very stubborn battle 
our troops captured the villages of 
Stegna and Yednorogec, and repulsed a 
vigorous counter-atteck by the Ger- 
mans, capturing one heavy gun, three 
light guns, seven machine guns and at 
least 700 prisoners. 
“North of the Przasnyss-Croudousk 
line, our troops have had partial suc- 


cess. 
“On the left bank of the Vistula the 
enemy has been more active in bom- 
barding our fortifications in the Bzura 
region, but has attempted a fruitless 
offensive in the Pilica district. 
“In the Carpathians our troops have 
continued their offensive operations in 
the Smolnik regions, in spite of deep 
snow, heavy snowtorms and severe 
cold. They have carried the last posi- 
tions of the enemy, taking 2400 pris- 
oners, includi thirty-six officers. 
Seventeen machine guns were also 
captured. 
“This success was gained in the cen- 
ter of the chief Austrian offensive, and 
the enemy was forced to retreat in the 
direction of Boligrod. Toward Uszsok 
Pass we carried trenches of the en- 
emy. In the region of Zawadka and 
Roganka the enemy persists in his at- 
tacka. 
“In Bastern Galicia the battle is 
developing to the east of the Stanisiau- 
Kolomea Railway. At dawn Sunday 
our infantry, marching breast high in 
the anow. captured adhe enemy's. for- 
tifications near Tarnowice and Polno, 
taking more than 2000 prisoners, in- 
cluding twenty officers. 
“At Praemyesl there has been artil- 
lery firing.

TOO MUCH PROMIBITION. 


One of Whittier’s Anti-liquor Or- 
dinances is Declared Invalid by the 
An ordinance adopted by § the 
Trustees of the city of Whittier was 
the subject of a decision handed down 
by the District Court of Appeal yes- 
terday in the habeas corpus petition 
of Charies Worsham, who had been 
found guilty and fined by the re- 


corder. 

The Trustees adopted what is 
known as ordinance No. 157, that made 
it a misdemeanor for anyone to go 
into a place where intoxicating liquor 
is sold. The court ordered the dis- 
charge of the prisoner, and took oc- 
easion to Temark 
ment of such an ordinance would 
make {ft impossible for a person to 
enter drug stores for many of the or- 
dinary purposes of life, or the trana- 
action of any legitimate business, 
without being guilty of a misde- 
meanor. The court is of the opinion 
that such is not the object of any law 
and that its enforcement would be 
against public policy. 

The court remarked, however, that 
it would be very easy to amend the 
ordinance so that it would not violate 
any law and still be effective as a 
prohibition measure.

DOLLARS WHICH 
SHOUT PURPOSE. 


Imperial Valley Puts up One 
Hundred Thousand, 


Matches Government Purse 
to Harness Colorado, 


Already Far Along. 


~United action on the part of the 
government and the people of the 
Imperial Valley to protect the great 
valley from the flood waters of the 
Colorado River was assured here yes- 
terday when President W. O. Hamil- 
ton and Secretary Cc. M. Berry of the 
Imperial irrigation 4istrict executed 
a note to the Los Angeles Clearing- 
house Association for $100,000. 

Under act of Congress at the last 
session, $100,000 was appropriated to 
raise the level of the Volcano Lake 
levee, with the provision that a like 
sum for the work should be forth- 
coming from the Impertal irrigation 
district. It was to secure the ™on¢y 
to comply with this provision that the 
note was executed here yesterday. The 
money will be transmitted to the sub- 
treasurer of the United States at San 
‘Francisco today through the Farmers’ 
and Merchants’ National Bank. 

All work itn the Imperial Valley 
will be im general charge of Gen. W. 
L. Marshall, consulting engineer 
the Secretary «f the Interior. Gen. 
Marshall arrived at Yuma Monday 
and immediately appointed Chief En- 
gineer C. R. Rockwood of the Im- 
pertal irrigation district as superin- 
tendent of the Volcano Lake work. 

“The work should be completed in 
sixty days,” sald President Hamilton 
of the district yesterday. “We heave 
300 teams already at work and will 
hire 100 more. About 500 men will 
be employed.” 

In all about 350,000 yards of dirt 
will be moved in the course of the 
work, which will consist of raising the 
entire level of the Volcano Lake 
levee from three to four feet. In this 
way, the possibility will be guarded 
against of the spring flood waters ris- 
ing above the crest of the levee and 
flowing downward into Salton Sea. 

“We have $100,000 on deposit for 
emergency use,” said Mr. Hamilton in 
discussing the possibility of unfore- 
seen breaks in the levee. “This money 
is a loan & the district from the as- 
sociated banke of Los Angeles. After 
the flood crisia has passed it will be 
used to pay off the note we have just 
executed to the Clearinghouse Assv- 


ciation.”

Hillman states that he will stock the 
property with Berkshire hogs and Hol- 
stein cattle, spending $300,000 - in 
buildings and equipment. He declares 
that he expects to establish one of 
the most elaborate and scientific farm- 
ing and stock-raising properties of the 
country. The total value of the adja- 
cent holdings is given by Mr. Hillman 
as $500,000. 

The Riverside county tract com- 
prices 800° acres, and lies in the foct- 
hi'ls between Colton and Riverside. 
back of Magnolia avenue. Associated 
with Mr. Hillman in this purchase are

In a clear gpd pointed speech Theo- 
dor N. Vail, president of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, has 
told the country what a serious effect the 


‘insecurity of public service corporations has 


had relative to the unemployment and busi- 


| ness depression throughout the country. 


Mr. Vail draws attention to the fact that 
2,000,000 persons are unemployed in the 
United States today—men and women with 
an earning capacity of $1,250,000,000, who 
are thrown back upon the slender resources 
of their savings, upon the generosity of 
their friends or the public, all of whom 
could be profitably employed but for the 
disturbing creed of “regulated compett- 
tion” which is being carried to such farcl- 
cal limits. 

It is vital to the restoration of prosperous 
conditions that public service corporations. 
with their vast capacity as employers of 
labor and purchasers and consumers of all 
varieties of products, should be able to do 
business under a greater sense of security. 
Prosperity is retarded by the multitudinous 
vexatious legislation which brings the great 
corporations face to face with disturbance, 
uncertainty and insecurity at every turn. 

“Control and legislation can become de- 
structive instead of constructive,” said Mr. 
Vall. “They can delay and paralyze com- 


merce. They can, through the decrees of 


inexperienced officials, {!mpose’ unnecessary 
burdens and unnecessary expenditures upon 
corporaffons.

Holders of grand stand tickets going 
to Venice by the Pacific Hlectric should get off at Tokio station, which 
is located outside the course, between the Oakland and Rialto-avenue 
gates. 

Holders of genera] admission tickets traveling by Pacific Blectric 
should get off at Frederick's station and enter the course by either the 
Victoria or Oakland-avenue gates. 

Holders of lavender parking spece tags marked Pico boulevard, 
Lincoln boulevard or Rose avenue, should take the old route into Venice 
by way of Frederick's crossing, enter the course at the Victoriaavenue 
gate and drive across the bridge. Holders of blue parking space tags 
for Lincoln boulevard and Rose avenne should enter the course through 
the Victoria-avenue gate apd turn to the right, but not cross the 

Autoists going to Venice through Santa Monica should arrive at 
Elena-avenue gate before the course is closed at 10 o’clock.
